GENERAL PAEZ. 

This extracrdinary Man is a Lianero or na- 
neauela, He was the owner of the herds of 
half wild cattle, » hich he attended himself— 
in fact an illiterate herdsman. Naturally of a 
bold impetuous temper, and possessed otf 
strength and activity of body, altogether sur- 
prising ina trame rather under the common 
size, he early distingumhed himself in those
